LIFE AT SCHOOL 

Education in Britain is free and compulsory. All children between the ages of 5 
and 16 must goto school. When Peter, Carol, John and Janet were 5, they went to 
Primary School. When they were 11 they went to Secondary School. Carol and 
Janet are in the second year of a Secondary Grammar School while Peter and 
John go to a Secondary Comprehensive School (which is very popular now in 
England). 

In many English schools, students wear a uniform. Peter and John are in the third 
year and their school uniform consists of a yellow tie, a green blazer and dark 
brown trousers. The girls wear a yellow tie, a green blazer and a dark brown skirt. 
The school day generally begins with Assembly at 9 o’clock. During Assembly 
time the headmaster gives out the news and the headgirl or the headboy reads a 
sports report. Then, the whole school sings a hymn. Lessons begin at 9.30 a.m. 
When you are thirteen or fourteen you study lots of subjects: English, Mathema¬ 
tics, History, Geography, one or two foreign languages, Art, Physics, Chemistry, 
Biology, Music, Religion, Physical Education (P. E.). 

There is a break each morning and afternoon. The morning break is usually after 
the first two lessons. At four o’clock students go home. It is the end of school, but it 
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is not the end of work because there is a lot of homework to do. Anyway, school 
work is not always very hard because, besides normal lessons, British schools 
have a lot of other activities, such as clubs, sport, discussion groups, discos, visits, 
excursions, exchange visits and camping expeditions. 

Pupils at Secondary School in England have two main exams, both called G.C.E. 
(General Certificate of Education). They take the first one when they are about 
sixteen. It is called “O” (ordinary) level. Most people take “O” level in about seven 
or eight different subjects. For a lot of jobs, you must have four or five “O” levels, 
and usually they must include English and Maths. When students go into the sixth 
form they start working for the second main exam: “A” (advanced) level which is 
taken when they are about eighteen. Three “A” levels are necessary to get you 
into most universities or to find a good job.
